Germans, Yanks toast 
AEROS-B launch here

A German scientific satellite was 
orbited into cloudless skies this 
morning at 4:51 a.m. from South 
Vandenberg, the white glare from 
its four-stage, solid-fueled Scout 
rocket lighting up the sky. 
German and American scientists 
and onlookers toasted the successful 
lift-off w ith champagne. 
The satellite, named AEROS-B, 
which stands for aeronomy, is a 
cooperative aeronomy project of the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration (NASA) and the 
Federal Republic of Germany. 
It carried four German and one 
American experiments probing the 
nature of the upper atmosphere. 
The launch itself was almost 
completely free of fog — a direct 
contrast to some previous summer 
launches. Lift-off was delayed five 
minutes as a Southern Pacific train 
made its way past the launch site. 
But once the countdown was 
resumed, the AEROS-B streamed 
into the air with no visible problems 
to its polar orbit. From the viewing 
area, almost a mile from the actual 
launch, first stage burn-out and 
second stage ignition were visible 
Third stage ignition could be seen 
as only a small flicker of red light 
As the German

project pushed away from the earth.

AEROS-B will have a life span of

AEROS-A 
(launched in December, 1972) was 
the first satellite launched in the 
program. 
The four German experiments 
will study the chemical composition

determine 
electron 
energy 
distribution 
and 
ion 
temperature, gauge electron density 
and measure the intensity of solar 
radiation 
The weight of the spacecraft is 280 
pounds. It is powered by solar cells 
that supply electricity to a mckel- 
cadmium battery. A silver zinc 
batijiy is providing power during 
the initial phase of the mission. 
The purpose of the project is to 
create a model of the inospheric

which 
upper 
atmospheric 
conditions

Detailed 
knowledge

Former IRS Commissioner Randolph Thrower, in a 
sworn statement to the committee, said the pressure 
to politicize the tax service became so intense in 1970 
that he had to threaten to resign to block a White 
House plan of reorganization 
Thrower said he feared the plan would turn the 
1,000-man Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms Division 
into "a personal police force” controllable only by the 
IRS commissioner, a political appointee 


Asked about the committee report as he arrived for 
a closed session of the committee today. Nixon’s 
lawyer, James I) St Clair, said he read it to mean the 
panel "found nothing to it ” 
He said the matter had been investigated fully by

determined that no harassing audits were made of 
White House enemies. "If the President had decided 
to do this, there would have been ways to get it done,”

—Newspaperman Clark Mollenhoff, former special

The damaging memo was swiftly leaked, even though 
unauthorized disclosure of tax returns is a criminal 
act. 


John D Ehrlichman, in another sworn statement, 
recalls telling former IRS Commissioner Johnnie M 
Walters in 1972 "what a crappy job he had done” 
because an audit failed to find a tax underpayment by

Colson testified "he never had a 
clemency discussion” about Hunt, 
admitted Watergate conspirator 
The name of Colson, who is under 
prison sentence in connection with 
the Ellsberg break-in, came up 
during a March 21, 1973, discussion 
between Nixon and former White 
House counsel John W Dean III. 


according to transcripts of a tape 
recording about a possible offer of

did not in fact give any offer of 
commutation or leniency to Hunt.

Commission has made it 
clear it feels the county 
fathers 
should 
take 
“ another look” at the need 
to save certain groves of 
trees, at least, in the public 
interest. 


Leveling 
of 
eucalyptus 
groves in South Coast areas 
is continuing, much to the 
distress 
of 
adjacent 
property owners and others 
who have gotten county 
advice to save their trees, 
the planning body has been 
told 


The latest such incident, 
the commission was told, 
involves 
a 
Carpintería 
Valley property adjacent to 
the 
Brilliant 
property. 
Brilliant was advised to 
spare trees on his property 
as a condition of a lot split, 


but 
now 
has found 
his 
neighbor has slashed rows 
of eucalyptus trees not even 
leaving 
him 
screening 
protection, 
planners 
learned. 
At the present, the county 
can only impose conditions 
on those seeking lot splits to 
preserve certain trees if 
they wish to divide land 
The 
State 
Coastal 
Conservation 
Commission 
has jurisdiction to prevent 
tree destruction on coastal 
lands, 
but even so the 
cutting has gone on without 
a 
state 
permit 
in 
one 
notable recent Carpinteria 
Valley case. Leveling of 
large numbers of trees in a 
Montecito 
area 
recently 
brought 
protests 
from 
nearby landowners. 
Planning Director Britt

commission he was under
